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INTRODUCTION 


Bob Timberlake, 44, began his career as a fulltime 
artist in 1970. His tempera, watercolor and mixed- 
media paintings have been exhibited in numerous 
museum, gallery and university shows, including The 
Southeastern Center for Contemporary Art in 
Winston-Salem (1970), Artists of America ’74 in Phila- 
delphia’s Franklin Center (1974), The R. W. Norton 
Art Gallery in Shreveport (1974), The North Carolina 
Museum of Art in Raleigh (1979) and The Asheville 
Museum of Art (1979). 

In 1979 Timberlake was selected as The North 
Carolina Public Servant of the Year. The 1980 United 
States Christmas Stamp artist, Timberlake serves as 
“The Official Artist of Keep America Beautiful.” His 
paintings are the subjects for two books, The Boh 
Timberlake Collection with text by Charles Kuralt 
(1977) and The World of Bob Timberlake (1979). 

Timberlake and his wife Kay are the parents of 
three children, and they make their home in Lexing- 
ton, North Carolina. The artist works in a 200-year-old 
restored log home in the Riverwood section of High 
Rock Lake, North Carolina. He is currently com- 
pleting construction of his second working studio, 
located on Figure Eight Island, North Carolina.
